The richest country in tne world, a country which could virtuaily 
feed the entire world population, is failing its obligations to one fifth 
ot its own people. We can no longer hide from the facts, cliches can't 
suffice a starving multitude, reality will not be ignored.

Haverhill’s Industrial Director Says 
City Has Many Attractions For N.A.S.A. 


Industrial Director, 
Eugene L. Belisle, speaking to 
Northern Essex students, urged the 
city of Haverhill to awaken to its 
potentials. 

Speaking at a recent Director’s 
Hour, Belisle said, “the city needs 
a flood of new enthusiasm to bring 
its God-given assets to the front.” 

The Industrial Director, making 
an obvious plea to the youth of the 
city, urged volunteers to help the 
city in the space-center bid. 


Haverhill’s 


He told Northern Essex students 
that the city of Haverhill has many 
attractions for the location of the 
N.A.S.A. center here, and that the 
N.A.S.A. site location in this area 
will mean a better livelihood, liv- 
ing conditions, and more jobs for 
the entire area 

Beslisle also said the city has not 
met its needs or advanced to its 
potential, but this can be done by 
sincere effort. 

In commenting on the recent de- 
velopments which indicate a pos- 
sible change in the specifications 
of the N.A.S.A. site, allowing it to 
be built over the Mass. Turnpike 


extension in Brighton, he said, “It 
is doubtful if the actual specifica- 
tions that required a site of 1,000 
acres and large amounts of water 
can be changed as radically as sug- 
gested in the recent announcement 
that the Boston site is in the run- 
ning.” 

Because of the importance of 
electronics in space exploration, 
both in the present and the future, 
Belisle felt that the location of the 
N.A.S.A. project here would be- 
come the principal electronics cen- 
ter of the earth for space develop- 
ment and research. 


He pointed out that the Haver- 
hill site was the most practical 
site in the state for the facility. He 
said most other sites were not suit- 
able for development as either in- 
dustrial or residential sites due 
to the large amounts of lowland in- 
cluded. 


Color slides were shown of the 
preliminary engineering studies be- 
ing conducted on the site by Sasa- 
ki and Walker, Inc., one of the 
foremost site engineering firms in 
the country.
